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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a meltblowing apparatus combining first and strands into 
multi-component filaments; the die tip including an external surface with linear arrays of 
both first and second liquid outlet, each second outlet tangentially meeting with a 
corresponding one of the first liquid outlets at the external surface wherein "tangentially 
meeting" is defined such that the outer surfaces of the outlets touch for the first time at 
the external surface; and air passages positioned on opposite sides of the first and 
second liquid outlets and configured to direct process air to impinge the multi- 
component filaments.
